It is only fair to say, however, that 
Richmond itself is mamly responsible for 
the bitter experience which gave it, among 
4 other curses, a Canoon.

It would be about the great- 
est honor left to the fallen Emperor to 
occupy, in bis last days, the prison house 
of bis illustrious uncle. 


Bembardment ef Paris. 

The bombardment of Paris was to have 
commenced to-day, but the Prussians find 
greater difficulty in gettiog their batteries 
into position than they imagined. The con- 
stant fire from the French fortifications has 
actually prevented any progress in this direc- 
tion, and the besiegers may yet be compelied 
to an back upon the policy of starvation. 


A Peace Congress. 

England, having failed im ber attempt at 
mediation, is now reported in favor of a Con- 
grese of the European powers to bring about 
a pesece: The eagerness to end the war, 
which has so suddenly scized upon her, seems 
to indicate something more than a mere un- 
imterested desire to stop the fearful carnace 
which is spreading desolation throughout 
France. 


French Victery in the Vosges. 

As important French victory is reported 
near Besancon. The troops under Garibaldi 
met the Prussian army, which was advancing 
on Lyons, and totally defeated it, patting 
the soldiers to rout, many of whom 
crossed over the frontier of Swit- 
serland and were disarmed. This report 
comes from Tours, and is official, but still 
mey be regarded as somewhat exagrerated 
though the main fact of a French victery is 
pot without foundation. 


The Metz Surrender. 

The surrender of Bazaine at Metz destroys 
the last Vestige of the Imperial army. It in- 
claded th ree masehais,six thousand officers and 
one bundred and seventy thousand men. 
Tbe armies now left to fight for the Republic 
were mustered under the flag of the Republic, 
apd France cam look to them as her 


with & previous understanding with the Kiog 
of Prussia, aud the mearure will lead te « 
speedy peace. But it must be remembered 
that Bazaine eepoused the cause of the Em- 
peror to the last, and the peace in question 
only means a peace with Napoleon. The 
Republic and people heve yet to decide for 
France. 


The People of Orleans. 

The Prussians heve tried in vain to make 
friends with the people of Orieans. They 
have offered them provisions, treated them 
kindly, and even tendered them bands of 
music to play gratuitously upon the public 
streets every evening, bul the people persist 
im showing the r aversion by keepieg withia 
doors. The women only appear upon the 
streets when they are competied 
to do o, sod then in the 
deepest mourning. This is evidently very 
annoying to the feelings of the invaders, but 
from the present indications it w what they 
will meet with throughout France or in those 
places where they have destroyed resistance 
and left the people no other way of making 
their patsiotic feelings manifest.

China. 

Advices from the East state that the Chi- 
nese have fixed upon a day for a general mas- 
sacre of all the foreigners in the Empire. 
Hostility and insolence afe increasing and 
there is much excitement among the Freach 
and Envglish residents. A war with Chiva 
seems inevitable, 


Napoleon at Elba. 

It is announced that the bealth of Na- 
poleon is such as to require a milder cli- 
mate, and that it is probable he will be 
removed from Wilhelmshohe to Elba early 
rext month. It would be about the great- 
est honor left to the fallen Emperor to 
occupy, in his last days, the prison house 
of bis illustrious uncle. 


Bombardment ef Paris. 

The bombardment of Paris was to Have 
commenced to-day, but the Prussians find 
greater difficulty in getting their batteries 
into position than they imagined. The con- 
stant fire from the French fortifications has 
actually prevented any progress in this direc- 
tion, and the besiegers may yet be compelied 
to fall back upon the policy of starvation. 


A Peace Congress. 

England, having failed im her attempt at 
mediation, is now reported in favor of a Con- 
grese of the European powers to bring about 
a peace: The eagerness to end the war, 
which has so suddenly seized upon her, seems 
to indicate something more than a mere un- 
Interested desire to stop the fearfn) carnace 
which is spreading desolation throughout 
France, 


French Victery in the Vosges. 

As important French victory is reported 
near Besancon. The troops under Garibaldi 
met the Prussian army, which was advancing 
on Lyons, and totally defeated it, patting 
the soldiers to rout, many of whom 
crossed over the frontier of Swit- 
zerlend amd were disarmed. This report 
comes. from Tours, and is official, but still 
may be regarded as somewhat exaggerated 
though the main fact of a French victery is 
not without foundation. 


The Metz Surrender. 

The surrender of Benalne at Metz destroys 
the last vestige of the Imperial army. It in- 
claded th ree massbals,six thousand officers and 
one bundred and seventy thousand men. 
The armies now left to fight fer the Republie 
were mustered under the flag of the Republic, 
apd. France cap lock to them as her 
only _ salvation. i is smmoanced 
through Prussian sources that the conditions 
of Bezaine’s surrender were in conformity 
with 4 previous understanding with the Kiog 
of Prussia, and the measure will lead te a 
speedy peace. But i¢ must be remembered 
that Bazaine espoused the caase of the Em- 
peror to the last, and the peace in question 
only means a peace with Napoleon. The 


Republic and people have yet to decide for 


France. 


The Feople of Orleans. 

The Prussians have tried im vain to make 
friends with the people of Orieans. They 
have offered them provisions, treated them 
kindly, and even tendered them bands of 
music to play gratuitously upon the public 
streets every evening, but the people persist 
in showing the r aversion by keeping withia 
doors, The women only appear upon the 
streets when they are competied 
to do so, and then in the 
deepest mourning. This is evidently very 
annoying to the feelings of the iuvaders, but 
from the present indications it 1s what they 
will meet with throughout France or in those 
places where they have destroyed resistance 
and left the people no other way of making 
their patriotic feelings manifest.
